The foundation of St. Agatha Parish dates back to the year 1871. 
A number of Catholic families who lived somewhat remote from the 
neiehborine parishes, SS!) Retersand: Paul, St.Francis de Sales,. and 
St. Anthony’s, found it cumbersome, especially during inclement 
weather, to exercise their religious obligations. Furthermore, rudi- 
mentary conditions of streets and sidewalks imperiled children on 
their way to church and school. 

The erection of an additional church and school in this section of 
the city readily met with the approval of the ecclesiastical authorities. 

Initial steps were taken by the erstwhile Vicar General H. Muehl- 
siepen, when detailing Rev. J. A. Stroombergen to canvass above 
mentioned territory for prospective members of the parish to be. 

Within two weeks 200 families were enrolled who were willing 
to contribute $5,000 towards this new enterprise. Unfortunately, failing 
health of Rev. J. A. Stroombergen impelled him to withdraw. 

Under the direction of his successor, the energetic Rev. H. Ley- 
graff, a piece of ground (9th and Utah Sts.) was bought for $1,800. 

Owing to the diminutive number of parishioners as well as to their 
limited means, a modest beginning was deemed imperative. A build- 
ing serving the treble purpose of church, school, and rectory, was 
erected at a cost of $17,000 by Messrs. H. Kotte and A. Kircheis ac- 
cording to the plans and specifications of Architect A. Druiding. 

On the 29th of October, 1871, the Very Rev. H. Muehlsiepen in 
presence of a great number of clergy, the entire parish, and a multitude 
of Catholics from neighboring churches, laid the corner-stone. 

On July 14th, the following year, the second floor of the new 
building was dedicated for church purposes with appropriate solemnity. 
The first floor was arranged for living rooms of pastor and teacher, and, 
later on, for school purposes and dwelling for sisters, while the base- 
ment was at the disposal of the church societies. 

To be in a position to worship in their own church was a boon 
for the parishioners and proved a potent incentive for subsequent 
sacrifices. . 

In September of the same year the school was opened. The first 
teachers were the lately demised Mr. C. Willenbrink, and two Sisters 
of the Precious Blood. For want of suitable rooms the sisters were 
quartered with the Ursulines on 12th and Russell Sts. Later on Mr. 
J. Kern, 13th and Utah Sts., arranged a place of habitation for them 
on his premises. 

In the following year the sisters were given suitable dwelling 
rooms in the school after the pastor and the teacher had found quar- 
ters with the neighboring people. The first rectory was built the same 
year. Having but 4 small rooms it was amplified in 1877. 

The first mission was held by the Franciscan Fathers in November, 
1873; many stray sheep returned to the Fold. 
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Rev. H. Leygraff having ably directed the affairs of St. Agatha 
Parish for three years followed the summons to a chair at the Salesi- 
anum, St. Francis, Wis. 

Rev. Wm. Hinssen assumed the administration of te Agatha in 
1874. His activity was directed toward interior equipment and em- 
bellishment of the church. The following were donated to the church 
by various members and societies: A high-altar; 2 bells; a new organ; 
banners; a baptismal font; holywater fonts; chasubles, chalices, etc.; 
picture of:Our Lady of Perpetual Suceor; Statues of st) Osepa name 
the ‘Blessed Virgin; a,new. pulpit and *the:Way. of the+Cross) Truly, 
the sacrificial spirit of the parish was emanating from its very portals. 

In 1879 the parish register showed a list of 300 active families. 

Rev. Wm. Hinssen who for nine years had labored assiduously 
in the interest: of the»parish«siddenly deft the: St Lois Dieceseliangd 
was afhliated with the Covington, Ky., Diocese. 


CHAP Ean, Ts 
Development of the Parish. 1883—1899. 


Rev. H..Schrage succeeded Kev, W  Hinssen and (fore28 iyeare 
(1883-1911) led the parish in many vicissitudes. During this period 
all the present parish buildings (excepting old school) were erected. 

The church as well as the school proved (1883) inadequate to 
the demands of the rapidly growing parish. A parish meeting, April, 
1884, unanimously favored the building of a new church. The leased 
ground on which the old rectory stood was secured by purchase 
($6,000). Dimensions of church property now were 260 x 123 feet. 

The plans and’ specifications for the second church Wweresreadily 
approved by His Grace, Archbishop Kenrick, and the contract to erect 
the building was awarded to Jos, Stauder, Sr., the lowest bidder, for 
$27,000. Excavations began Oct. 14th, 1884. On April 12th, 1885, 
the corner-stone was laid by the Very Rev. Vicar General H. Mueil- 
siepen. A great number of priests, 14 societies of the City and en- 
vironments as well as thousands of outsiders participated in this cele- 
bration. A collection for the building fund, on this occasion aggregated 
$1,600. 

On September 27th, 1885, the new church was dedicated by Right 
Rev. Jos. Rademacher, Bishop,of Nashville, Tenn. He also pxencited 
the sermon. Very Rev. H. Muehlsiepen, V.G., celebrated the Highmass 
and. was assisted: by Rev. Hy Jaegering™ and Rev. |. N.” Kenm@aPater 
Innocenz, O. F. M., was master of ceremonies. A great number of 
clergy and laity were present on ‘this. festive occasion. , The. choir 
under directionjof teacher ‘A. :Sprengnether enhanced the-‘celebrity 
by appropriate singing. 

Since 1875 no missionaries had been called to St. Agatha Parish. 
The new church now afforded ample room, so the Holy Ghost Fathers 
of Pittsburgh conducted a successful mission (1885) lasting two weeks. 
On this occasion two new bells were blessed and later installed in the 
tower. 

‘In 1887 the church property was augmented by the purchase of 
the adjoining lots (364 x 123 feet) at a very reasonable figure. ‘This 
valuable acquisition was used temporarily as playground for the school 
children on which later new parish buildings were to be erected. 
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For 20 years the Sisters had occupied inadequate quarters in the 
school building. The feasibility of erecting a roomy and commodious 
residence for their purpose had been under consideration for some 
time. In 1892 the project materialized; the sisters moved into their 
new residence April 7th, 1893. Jos. Stauder & Son had supervised the 
construction which entailed an outlay of approximately $12,000. 

In 1896, the old Priests House which had grown dilapidated and 
was not meeting the demands of the day, was replaced by a new, spa- 
cious, and architecturally correct Rectory. The erection of the same 
was also under the supervision of Messrs. Jos. Stauder & Son. With- 
out interior equipment the building cost $13,000. 

The Silver Jubilee of the parish was celebrated on October 25th, 
1896. The attending clergy were conducted in a solemn procession 
from the new rectory to the tastefully decorated church. Msgr. Muehl- 
siepen, celebrant at Solemn Highmass, was assisted by P. Daniel, 
O.F.M., and Rev. J. H. Girse. Rev. Schrage was master of ceremonies. 
The missionary P. Pancratius, O, F. M., preached the sermon. Simul- 
taneously with this celebration a mission (4th) was opened under the 
auspices of the Franciscan Fathers. Many lukewarm Catholics were 
wrested from the road leading to perdition. At the end of the mission, 
His Grace Archbishop Kain administered Confirmation and_ blessed 
4 new society banners made by the Sisters of O’Fallon, Mo. 

During the last decade the growth of the parish had attained such 
phenomenal proportions that accomodations in church on Sundays 
and Holydays for 650 school children and the adults were wanting. 

The church built 15 years ago was so constructed that it admitted 
amplification. In 1899 the addition was made consisting of transept, 
sanctuary, and sacristy, involving an expense of $16,500. 

A dual celebration was planned for this year, namely, the dedi- 
cation of the completed church and the Silver Jubilee of the pastor, 
Rev. H. Schrage. The celebration took place on Thanksgiving Day, 
Nov. 30th. | | 

Gorgeous decorations of all parish buildings, as well as those of 
many parishioners, proclaimed a festal day. The attending clergy 
and laity marched to the blare of instruments in solemn procession to 
the church, where His Garce Archbishop Kain conducted. the dedi- 
cation ceremonies: The Solemn Highmass (coram episcopo) was cele- 
brated by the jubilator, Rev. H. Schrage, assisted by Rev. C. Kern and 
Rev. M. Helmbacher. Rev. J. H. Girse was master of ceremonies. 
Rev; beotemker andenev.). It: Kern-assistéd’ His-Grace., Rev.P. M. 
Abbelen of Milwaukee preached the sermon. 

The mixed choir of ‘the parish under the direction of H. F. Stucke 
in conjunction with an orchestra of 10 pieces greatly enhanced the 
solemnity. 1 Archbishop, 2 Bishops, 1 abbot, 74 priests, 15 teachers 
and organists, and several representatives of the City council and © 
the National Congress attended this celebration.

CHAR TE RalLe 
Completion of Parish Buildings. 1899—1921. 


An aggregate debt of $50,000 checked further building operations | 
in the parish for several years to come. 

The school (two stories, 45 x 100 feet) was frequented by 650 
children. Several rooms had deficient light and ventilation; a new 
school was absolutely necessary. 

Meanwhile (1905) the very active assistant of the parish, Rev. 
L,. Kutz, succeeded in gathering subscriptions for appropriate new win- 
dows in the church. The Emil Frei Art Glass Co. supplied the 14 
windows at a total cost of $3,500. 

In January, 1906, the celebrated preacher, P. Bonaventura Korz of 
Berlin, held an 8 day mission for the men. His discourses were well 
attended, especially by the more intellectual classes. 

In 1909 the parish indebtedness had been reduced to a minimum. 
“A new School and Hall,” was now the slogan of St. Agatha Parish. 
Plans and specifications of the new building were presented to his 
Grace, Archbishop J. J. Glennon who readily approved the same. In 
a parish meeting, March 10, 1909, it was unanimously decided to begin 
building operations at once. The whole enterprise was again super- 
vised by the architects Messrs. Jos. Stauder & Son. On March 17th, 
excavations were begun. The corner-stone was laid on May 3lst. 
Very Rev... O.-J.°S. Hloog: V.G., performed. thesceremony. a awact 
concourse of clergy and laity added to the solemnity. 

By Thanksgiving the building was completed. The St. Agatha 
Maennerchor prepared an elaborate program for the opening of the 
new Hall, which took place November 25th, 1908 (Thanksgiving 
Eve). The attendance was so large that many (after admitting 2,000) 
were turned away. The musical and dramatic program of the St. 
Agatha Maennerchor was ably rendered and added to the prestige of 
the choir. This celebration netted the parish $1,500. 

For a number of years R. H. Schrage’s health had failed, seriously 
hampering him in his pastoration. In 1910 his condition had grown 
worse and the doctors entertained no hope of permanent recovery. 
whereupon Rev. H. B. Geers was appointed administrator with the 
right to succession. 

Rev. H. B. Geers assumed his duties in St. Agatha on January 
29, 1911. The parish tendered him a reception the same evening in 
the hall. 3 

In November, 1912, the Jesuit Fathers conducted a two weeks’ 
mission for the entire parish. 

Since 1915 both schools are heated by one heating plant (railroad 
boiler), which was installed in the basement of the new school. Sub- 
terranean steampipes lead to the old building. This improvement en- 
tailed an outlay of $2,000. 
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The school yard and the surrounding sidewalls were decidedly 
improved in 1916. The school yard was paved with hard bricks, while 
the walks around the school and along Withnell Ave. were constructed 
of concrete. The approximate cost of these long desired additions 
was upwards of $6,000. 

Aiter an-acute illness of 2 weeks the: pastor, Kev. HH. B. Geers, 
died at the Alexian Brothers Hospital on April 26th, 1918. The fol- 
lowing three months the affairs of the parish were proficiently man- 
aged by the energetic assistant Rev. Wm. Fisher, D.D. Shortly after 
Higmappoimimentn [ie Zou0 Sloe Kev © mee sieseners assumed, the 
pastorate of St. Agatha. The official induction took place during a 
Solemn High Mass on above date. The parishioners gave him a hearty 
welcome on the same evening in the School Hall. 

Since 1920 additional serviceable school-rooms were arranged in 
the basement of the new school. The old school was abandoned for 
school purposes and given over to the various socities. 

Imethevsamesyceansthe Pieta Altar, near thesside entrance in the 
church, was destroyed by fire, entailing a loss of $2,000. 

The club rooms of the young men were transferred (1921) to 
the basement of the new school where 2 bowling alleys (Gift of A. 
Busch Brew. Assn.) were installed at an outlay of $1,000. These alleys 
are under the auspices of the newly organized Dramatic Club and 
accessible to the parishioners. 

But the principal energies of the parish were concentrated upon 
interior and partly exterior embellishments of the church, so as to 
enhance the festivities of the Golden Jubilee. 

Mr. Wm. Kloer, who had tastefully decorated the church 22 years 
ago, was decidedly successful in refrescoing the church and retouching 
altars, statues, etc., thereby adding again prestige to his standing in 
the galaxy of church decorators. 

A new shrine for the Pieta (a gift of the Ladies’ Sodality) was 
erected by Mr, Hy. Dreishoerner, costing $1200.00. 

The entrance to the church on 9th street was decidedly improved, 
along the roof spouts were properly placed, and the crosses at the 
pinnacles of the towers were profusely gilded. The vestibule of Church 
was constructed of tile and marble. 
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CHAP PH REL 
The Church 


The first building erected in St. Agatha, 100 x 45 feet, had two 
floors. A spacious entrance with double stairways led to the second 
floor which was used for church purposes. It had a seating capacity of 
300. Interior furnishings gave evidence of highly artistic taste. 

To meet the demands of the rapidly growing parish, but at the 
same time not to overburden the parishioners with debts, a second 
church was built (1885) but not architecturally complete. Its di- 
mensions were 145 x 64 feet. The church is of Gothic architecture; 
10 majestic columns support the roof and embellished arches divide 
the interior into three naves. Besides the main entrance on 9th street 
two side entrances were near the sanctuary. Adjoining the church 
from the north was the sacristy. A spacious basement extended under 
the larger part of the church. 

The foundation for the tower (168 feet high) was made of Grafton 
Rock. The mason work was performed by Messrs Erbs & Rieth, while 
the brick work was under the supervision of Messrs. B. Dierkes & 
S. Hoogstraet. -Mr. J. Tiefenbrunn had the contract for plastering; 
the lumber was furnished by the J. J. Ganahl Lumber Co.; roofing was 
invine mandsotemaydit cn Cosrand.)éisch: Bross. contracted tor sthe 
painting. 

Mr. D. Hoffmann furnished the windows for $1,200, donated by 
different families. 

The heating plant was installed by Kruse & Barker, Milanese 
Mr. Jos. Stauder, Sr... was the head contractor. 

In course of time the following interior furnishings were acquired: 
new pulpit ($400) ; a beautiful high altar ($2,100) ; stations painted by 
the ee artist, Mire Eb: Giaetzle, of Munich, Bavaria ($1,400). 

The second church served its purpose 14 years (1885-1899). The 
extraordinary growth of the parish peremptorily demanded the ampli- 
fication of the second church as indicated by its original plan. The 
addition, consisting of transept, polyganous sanctuary, with 4 large 
windows and 2 sacristies connected by a corridor, was built in 1899. 
This, the third and present church, has the following dimensions: 
length, 175 ft.; width in transept, 74 ft.; in naves, 64 ft.; height, 50 ft. 

A pyramidal spire in architectural conformity with the main tower 
surmounts the roof of the transept by 45 ft. 

The ends of the transept are each adorned with a rosette window, 
16 ft. in diameter. 

The crypt (basement) was lengthened by 18 ft. and a new stone 
entrance leads to it from Utah St., The basement can accomodate 
400 persons. The wooden steps on 9th street was supplanted by one 
of stone. 

The old cross on the tower was replaced by a large one heavily 
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gilt. The interior was beautifully decorated by the artist Mr. Wm. 
Kloer. The total outlay for completion of Church amounted to $26,000. 

After entering the church you could not refrain from admiring 
the profusion of art displayed everywhere, for instance, in the pulpit; 
the altars; the stations; the memorial windows of the sanctuary; 
the painting of St. Agatha, of the Holy Family, and the death of St. 
Joseph; various shrines and numerous statues; the large and melo- 
dious organ. 

Mr. Conrad Schmid built the high altar; the side altars were 
erected by Lansbeck .& Macke, Louisville, Ky. .A number of statues 
were made by the local sculptor, Max Schneiderhahn; others were se- 
cured from Mr. A. T. Kaletta. The organ hails from the erstwhile 
JsGe Pretien& Son storeantactory: 

Lhe clock: in. the) tower: was. presented to: the sparishwbys nas 
Lemp. It was constructed and installed by Mr. Geo. Hoffman, St. 
Louis. 

Steam heating and electric lighting were installed in the complete 
church. The amplification of the church was under the direct guidance 
of the architects, Messrs. Jos. Stauder & Son. 

Although St. Agatha Church was one of the finest in the city 
the parishioners were bent upon further improvements. 

A new baptismal font of exqtusite Carrara Marble was installed 
by clit t xXSs. pel. 

The windows of the second church had been retained in the com- 
pleted church. In 1905 they were replaced by 14 new ones more 
adapted to the architecture and furnishing of the church. The Emil 
Fre1 Art Glass Co. manufactured and installed these windows. On 
the south side, the windows depict scenes from the life of Our infant 
Lord; those on the north side acquaint us with His public life, while 
those on the choir loft remind us of the great prophets and the eight 
beatitudes. 

Since 1905 no marked alterations or improvements were made in 
the church; 

This year, 1921 (Jubilee Year), the church was again decorated 
by Mr. W. Kloer, surpassing in excellency his artistic work of 22 years 
ago,

CRAPPER AV 
The School. 


A parochial school is indispensable for the wellbeing of the 
Church. 

From its very beginning St. Agatha parish was blessed with a 
parochial school. 

It was opened in September, 1872, having 125 pupils, taught by 
one lay teacher and two Sisters of the Precious Blood. The number 
of pupils multiplied rapidly—1883: 280; 1888: 470; 1889: 510; 1893: 
SOU wars 5 O12! 

From 1900-1906 the average attendance was 650, fine reaching 
the climax. From 1906 to 1916 ‘the membership gradually decreased 
to 450, which number with slight vaccillations has been maintained 
to the present day. Improved housing conditions in newer sections of 
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the city induced many parishioners to move. conditions at present 
(1921) are not indicative of further exodus from the parish. - 

Up to 1885 the lower floor of the old church was utilized for 
school purposes. After the erection of the second church both floors 
of the old building (100 x 45 feet) were used as classrooms. The 
Societies met in the basement. The two floors were arranged for 10 
classrooms and a spacious kindergarten. The latter was opened in 
1888 and proved a great boon for St. Agatha School, for many parents 
were prompted to withdraw their children from the public school 
kindergarten and have them enrolled in the parish school. From 60 
to 80 children frequented St. Agatha Kindergarten. 

Beginning with 1909 the upper floor only was used for school pur- 
poses, for the majority of the pupils were placed in the new school. 
The spacious kindergarten was transformed into a profusely furnished 
clubroom for the young ladies. The St. Agatha Maennerchor and 
the various men societies occupied the first floor, while the basement 
was at the disposal of the young men. 

The new school, erected in 1908, is located on the northeast corner 
Giethe church property, with a frontage of 82 feet on 9th street the 
School has a depth of 134 feet along Withnell Ave. The building 
has two floors and a roomy basement. The latter is 12 feet high and 
contains playrooms, dining room and kitchen, also a sewing room 
for the ladies, boiler room and toilets. 

On the first floor (12% ft. high) 8 spacious school rooms have 
been arranged. They are well lighted and ventilated and each room 
has an adjoining wardrobe. <A large corridor and commodious stair- 
ways lead to the various apartments. 

Sem veaina  Elall (92° x61" feet) is located om the second floor, 
It has a large well equipped stage, dressing rooms, wardrobes, re- 
Present parlor, and a large balcony in the rear. \ Uhe-hall including 
balcony has a seating capacity of 1,100 persons. 

The building is constructed of red brick, profusely embellished 
with terra cotta, and has a slate roof and copper spouting. Lighting, 
heating and sanitary appliances are of modern type. The structure 1s 
fairly fireproof. The cost and equipment of the same was on an aggre- 
gate $65,000. | 

~ Since last year (1920) two schoolrooms were installed in the base- 
ment, also a pool room and bowling alleys for the Dramatic Club. The 
sewing circle was transferred to the second floor of the old school. 

The architectural beauty of the parish buildings facing 9th street 
(church, rectory and school) in conjunction with the well kept lawn 
dotted with flower-beds and shade trees, is favorably commented upon 
by many a passerby. 3 ; 
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CHAPTER VI. 


The Rectors. 


ieee emiitstairector ol) St. Apatiaw Parish was) Mathers}, A: 
Stroombergen. He was born in Amsterdam, Holland, where he at- 
tended the parochial school. Evincing a propensity for the Holy 
Priesthood he entered the higher schools of his native city and com- 
pleted his classical and philosophical studies. At the instigation of 
Very Rev. Joseph Melchers, V.G., young Stroombergen concluded to 
emigrate to America. Reaching St. Louis he entered the Carondolet 
Seminary, where he studied theology. On February 16, 1861, he was 
elevated to the Holy Priesthood by His Grace Archbishop Kenrick. 
fee oom iranklin: Co, Mowe his. .first scharge:vhe built vavnew 
church. Later he was appointed rector of the church in New Ham- 
burg, Mo. 


The nefarious activities of the Knownothings also found this 
secluded place when they set fire to his church. Owing to the munif- 
icence of his parishioners and many St. Louis friends, Father Stroom- 
bergen was enabled to erect a new church within a year’s time. 


In 1871, Father Stroombergen was entrusted with the foundation 
of St. Agatha parish, St. Louis. Failing health prompted him to 
withdraw from this enterprise shortly after the organization had been 
effected. 

After his recovery Father Stroombergen was active in Perpetual 
Help parish. Then he went to Shrewsbury, where he labored many 
years for-the salvation of, souls. Hts declining days he spent -in St. 
Mary’s Infirmary, entering his reward a number of years ago. 

Meeacmeret1. leeyetat, the ysecond rector of st) Acathay was 
born on Feb. 3, 1845, at Emmerich, Germany. Leaving the parochial 
school he entered the higher institutions at Gaesdonk, and later studied 
theology at Muenster, Wesphalia. Here, influenced by Father Stroom- 
bergen, he made up his mind to go to the new world, where he soon 
was elevated to the Holy Priesthood. Three years he labored assidu- 
ously as pastor of St. Agatha parish, making heroic sacrifices. His 
scholarly attainments were of a high standard and he gladly followed 
the summons to a chair at the Salesianum, St. Francis, Wis. Overzealous 
in his work ,his health soon gave way, and an insidious disease sapped 
his vitality. Father Leygraff, abhorring enforced idleness, was ap- 
pointed chaplain of the Sisters of the Precious Blood, O’Fallon, Mo. 
Here he bore his affliction with fortitude and resignation, and soon, 
well prepared, died a happy death. He was buried in O’Fallon and 
many St. Louisans, especially of St. Agatha parish, attended the obse- 
quies.. An appropriate monument, erected by the Sisters of the Pre- 
cious Blood, marks his resting place. A votive window in St. Agatha 
Church, for many years reminded the parishioners of their, erstwhile 
beloved-pastor. Ry LP: 
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3.1 The next rector of St. Agatha was (Father; William Hanssen. 
(Father Hinssen never had a photograph taken). Born in the diocese 
of Muenster, Westphalia, he later emigrated to America. He completed 
his studies at the Salesianum, St. Francis, Wis., and received Holy 
Orders January 29, 1868, from His Grace Archbishop Henni of Mil- 
waukee, Wis. After some years of successful administration of St. 
Mary’s Church, Cape Girardeau, Mo., he was appointed pastor of 
St. Agatha parish, St. Louis (1874). His able discourses on the pulpit 
as well as his journalistic activities in Catholic circles were greatly | 
appreciated. In February, 1883, he suddenly left the Diocese of St. 
Louis and joined the Covington, Ky., Diocese, Here he labored suc- 
cessfully until his death, which occurred a few years ago. 


4). Father Henry Schrage now assumed the pastorate of St. 
Agatha. He was born in St. Louis on 27th of November, 1851. After 
attending St. Joseph’s Parochial school up to his 13th year, he began 
his classical studies at the St. Louis University. From 1866—1871 he 
continued his studies at St. Francis, Wis. Yielding to the wishes of 
his ecclesiastical superiors, he went to Muenster, Westphalia, to study 
philosophy and theology. In 1874 he received minor and major orders 
in Muenster, Westphalia. The same year he returned to St. Louis where 
he was elevated to the Priesthood by His Grace’ Bishop. | ak yam 
On th 11th of October, he ‘celebrated his first Mass in St. Joseph's 
Church. His first appointment was that of assistant of Father Meller 
in Jefferson City. From here he also administered the mission of String- 
town and Taos and visited the inmates of the State prison. From 
1875-1879 he was assistant at St. Liborius Church, St. Louis. One year 
Father Schrage was pastor at Jackson Cape Girardeau Co., Mo. From 
1880-1883 he was again assistant in St. Liborius parish. In March, 
1883, he became pastor of St. Agatha, which position he maintained 
to his death in October,’ 1911. For.28 years Father Schrage directed 
the affairs of St. Agatha parish. Under his supervision the growth 
and development of the parish received a potent impetus. All the 
stately parish buildings except the old school were erected under his 
guidance. The second church was built in 1885. ~In 1892. a roomy 
and commodious residence was erected for the Sisters; the rectory 
built in 1896 is an elegant structure; the second church amplified in 
1899 with its profusely decorated interior, vies any church in the city 
in beauty and architecture; the new school and hall erected in 
1908 completed the galaxy of structures in St. Agatha parish. Father 
Schrage, who made enormous sacrifices for the parish, also enkindled 
and fostered a sacrificial spirit among his parishioners; this in part 
accounts for the rapid growth and development of the parish. Punc- 
tuality was one of the cardinal virtues of Father Schrage. “Always 
on time,’ was his slogan. Towards the sick and indigent he was a 
provident father. | 


The superabundance of physical and mental exertion gradually 
impaired Father Schrage’s health. A trip to Europe and the Orient 
(1900) invigorated him temporarily. In 1905 he spent 5 months in 
a sanitarium in Milwaukee, Wis. In autumn of 1908 his condition 
became alarming. Insidious diabetes undermined his constitution. 
Several months he spent at the Alexian Brothers Hospital. During 
the summer of 1910 he again sought relief in the Sacred Heart Sani- 
tarium, Milwaukee, returning to St. Agatha late in the year. Abandon- 
ing all hopes of recovery Father Schrage acquiesced to the appoint- 
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ment of a successor January, 1911, and retired to St. Mary’s Infirmary, 
On October Ist of the same year, after receiving Holy Communion, he 
succumbed to an appoplectic stroke in the chapel of St. Mary’s In- 
firamry. St. Agatha parish made comprehensive arrangements for 
suitable obsequies. At 9:30, on October 4th, the Office of the Dead 
was recited. The Solemn Requiem was celebrated by Father H. Groll. 
Father F. G. Holweck held the sermon. His Grace Archbishop J. J. 
Glennon performed the Absolution at the bier. Hereupon the long 
funeral cortege moved towards Calvary Cemetery, where interment 
took place. The St. Agatha Maennerchor sang the Requiem and ac- 
companied the remains to Calvary where an impressive hymn was 
rendered. The obsequies were under the direction of Wm. Roberts 
Undertaking Co. The members of St. Agatha parish never will forget

5). Father Henry B-;-Geers, as successor to Father Schrage, was 
the 5th pastor of the parish. He was born in St. Louis on Oct. 19, 1861. 
FHesattended the >5:.Peter and Paul's parochial-school- Father: Groll 
instructed him in latin, whereupon he pursued his studies in Teutopolis, 
Hieand jater in ot: Francis, Wis. His theological studies. he con- 
cluded at the American College in Louvain, Belgium, where he was 
ordained June 28th, 1885. Immediately returning to America he cele- 
brated his first solemn Mass in SS. Peter and Paul’s Church, St. Louis. 
His first appointment. was as assistant at St. Mary’s Church, St. Louis. 
One year he was pastor of Glasgow, Mo. After that he was assistant 
Totezceyeats. at >>. beter and Paul's Church st, Igouts.., Here he took 
great interest in the training of the boys of the Parochial school as well 
geeoteine youne men of ‘the SS: Peter and Paul High school. . In 
January, 1911, he became rector of St. Agatha, where he remained 
until his death in 1918. His congenial disposition and complaisance 
captivated young and old. He was an ardent friend of the children, 
and especially solicitous for the spiritual and temporal welfare of the 
boys and young men. Under his guidance a Boys and Men’s Choir 
was established in the parish. Huis sympathetic and sonorous voice was 
well adapted to lend expression to his popular sermons. On festive 
occasions the interior of the church was handsomely decorated and 
lighted. He was especially benevolent and generous to those standing 
nearest to him. During his administration a new heating plant was 
installed in the new school, and the school yard and sidewalks were 
paved. In April, 1918, Father Geers suddenly took sick with an-acute 
attack of appendicitis. He was taken to the Alexian Brothers Hospital. 
An operation showed that infection was too far advanced to entertain 
hopes of recovery. On the 26th of April, death released him from his 
excruciating suffering. On the same day the remains were removed 
to the rectory of St. Agatha from where they were transferred to the 
church in a solemn procession, on the following sunday, April 28. 
Here the various parish societies alternately kept vigil until the hour 
of the funeral ceremonies. The solemn Office of the Dead was chanted 
at 9:30 on April 30th; the Solemn Requiem was celebrated by Father 
H. Groll. Father C. Van Tourenhout,.a boyhood friend of the deceased, 
preached the sermon. His Grace Archbishop J. J. Glennon performed 
the absolution. Interment took place in SS. Peter and Paul’s Ceme- 
tery. The Boys and Men’s choir, idolized by Father Geers during life, 
sang the Requiem and also touchingly rendered an appropriate dirge 
at the grave. The Wm. Roberts Undertaking Co. had charge of the 
funeral. The vast concourse of clergy and laity during the obsequies 
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gave testimony of the popularity of Father Geers. May he rest in 
peace 


6). The sixth and present incumbent of the rectorate of St. Aga- 
tha is Father O. T. Siesener. He was born in St. Louis and attended 
St. Joseph’s Parochial school. From 1890-1894 he studied at St. 
Francis Solanus College, Quincy, Ill. The studies of philosophy and 
theology he pursued at the Kenrick Seminary. Here he was ordained 
to the Priesthood on the 9th of June, 1899, and two days later cele- 
brated his first solemn Mass in St. Liborius Church, St. Louis. On the 
same day he was appointed assistant of St. Liborius parish where he 
remained for 12 years. Upon the demise of Father G. Reiss he was 
appointed administrator of St. Liborius. Seven months later Father 
Siesener was transferred to Maria in Ripa as Spiritual Director of the 
Notre Dame Sisters. His activity as Director of the Institution and as 
teacher of the Normal School was a decided success. Owing to his 
efforts a large modern pipe organ was installed, and the standard of 
church singing brought into conformity with the rubrics. © 

In the beginning of July, 1918, His Grace Archbishop J. J. Glennon 
appointed him rector of St. Agatha parish. On Sunday, Aug. 4th, 
Father Siesener was solemnly inducted into St. Agatha parish during 
a High Mass celebrated by himself. The parish was well represented 
and the presence of a number of clergy enhanced the occasion. In 
the evening a reception was given to the new pastor in the Parish 
Fath 

During his three years’ pastorate Father Siesener has been. quite 
successful. Practicing sane economy and engaging all parish forces 
in a systematic body, are largely responsible for the rapid liquida- 
tion of the parish debts. The installment of two additional school 
rooms in the new school enables the parish to have all classes under 
one roof. Elegantly furnished clubrooms and new bowling alleys for 
the Dramatic Club were arranged in the basement of the new school. 

In order to celebrate the Golden Jubilee in an appropriate manner | 
the church was renovated interiorly and exteriorly. 

Father Siesener is Examiner of the Junior Clergy; also a member 
of the Diocesan High School Board.

The Assistants. 


From 1873—-1887 the Franciscan Fathers rendered occasional as- 
sistance to the Pastor of St. Agatha, especially on Saturdays and Sun- 
days. . 

Owing to the rapid growth of the Parish the appointment of a 
resident assistant became imperative. 

1). Father H. A. Schaefer was the first assistant delegated to 
St. Agatha. He was born in Stuckenberg, Germany, and was elevated 
to the Priesthood on June 24, 1887, at Louvain, Belgium. Emigrating 
to America he was appointed to St. Agatha in September, 1887. He 
took great interest in the young men. In 1889 he became pastor of River 
Aux Vases, where he worked heroically until his death a few years ago. 

2). The subsequent six months Father G. H. Brand was as- 
sistant. He distinguished himself by his zeal for the welfare of souls. 
He was transferred to the rectorate of Gildehouse, Franklin Co., Mo., 
where he died a few years later. 

3). Father H. Moorbrink was assistant in St. Agatha from ‘De- 
cember, 1889, to October, 1890. His health was failing. He died when 
Chaplain of the Sisters of the Precious Blood of O’Fallon, Mo., on 
the 29th of February, 1891. Father Schrage, who held the sermon, 
highly commented on the zeal and piety of the deceased. 

4). Father J. H. Muehlsiepen (a nephew of the late Vicar Gen- 
eral), was assistant from 1891-1894. Then he became pastor of Mary 
Weingarten, St. Genevieve, Mo. For quite a number of years he 1s 
stationed at St. Augustine’s Chtirch, Kelso, Scott €o., Mo. 

5). The next assistant was father T. A. Dette, from March 1894 
to June, 1895, His next charge was the pastorate of the Guardian 
Angels Parish at Brinktown, Mo. Mattis Creek was his next appoint- 
ment where he died a few years ago. 

6). From July, 1895, to December, 1901, Father J. H. Girse was 
assistant at St. Agatha. He was born in St. Louis in 1872, studied at 
Teutopolis and Quincy, Ill. At the Kenrick Seminary he pursued the 
study of theology and was ordained to the Priesthood on the &th of 
June, 1895. On the following day he celebrated his first Mass in 
Perpetual Help Church. Under his sagacious management the first 
St. Agatha Dramatic Club was elevated to a high standard com- 
paring favorably with any similar organization in the city. He was 
instrumental in the acquisition of the tower clock from the Wm. J. 
Lemp Brewing Co. After leaving St. Agatha he was Pastor suc- 
cessively of Rock Creek, Canton and Dutzow, Mo. At present he 
is Rector of All Saints parish, St. Peter’s, Mo. His executive ability 
in part, accounts for his success of extensive improvements achieved 
in above mentioned parishes. 

8). The seventh assistant of St. Agatha was Father L. A. Kutz, 
from December, 1901, to August, 1908. He hails from St, Bernard’s 
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Parish, St. Louis. After leaving St. Bernard’s Parochial school 
he entered St. Francis Solanus College, Quincy, IIll., to absolve his 
classical studies. In the Kenrick Seminary he studied philosophy and 
theology. In June, 1901, he was elevated to Holy Priesthood and a 
few days later celebrated his first Mass in St. Bernard’s Church. For 
a few months he was stationed at Josephsville, Mo., then he came 
to St. Agatha where he remained nearly seven years. His congenial 
disposition appealed to the parishioners. Difficulties arising on account 
of the sickness of the Pastor were ably surmounted by Father Kutz. 
The installment of new windows in the church is attributed to his 
efforts. Leaving St. Agatha Father Kutz was Pastor of Rock Creek, 
Mo., achieving great resuits. In 1917 he was transferred to Taos, 
Mo. Since 1918 he is Spiritual Director of the Sisters of Notre Dame, 
Maria in Ripa, South St. Louis. 

8). Father H. Kuper, the 8th assistant of St. Agatha parish, was 
born Feb, 11, 1874, in Werlte, Hannover, Germany. In 1900 he emi- 
grated to America. He studied philosophy and theology at the Kenrick 
Seminary.In June, 1907, he received Holy Orders, and shortly afterwards 
celebrated his first Mass. His first charge was Rock Creek; from there 
he came to St. Agatha, 1908. Very solicitous of the weal and woe of 
the parish he relieved the sick pastor of much work. For nearly 
two years he was administrator of the parish. In 1913 he was appointed 
Rector of Osage Bend, Mo. At present he is actively engaged in the 
pastorate of Loose Creek, Mo. 

Oye omicesoepremper,, 1913) Mather’ Wm. (Hischer, 1) eassists 
the Pastor of St. Agatha. Father Fischer was born in St. Louis, 
June 29, 1886, and attend Holy Ghost Parochial school He acquired 
his preliminary higher education in the Petite Seminaire. Later on 
he was matriculated in the American College of Rome, Italy. After 
four years of hard study he was elevated to the Holy Priesthood (1913), 
also receiving the degree of Doctor Divinitatis.. Returning to America 
the same year, he was appointed assistant of St. Agatha parish. His 
activity in the parish for the past eight years was very successful. 
Most of the performances on the stage in St. Agatha Hall are under 
his guidance. 

Upon the demise of Father Geers, Father Fischer was adminis- 
fcator for.Z months. He is-alsov@hancellorot/ the State, Rederationvof 
C. K. of A. and has acquired quite a reputation for his eloquent dlis- 
courses rendered on various occasions. 

10). Since the beginning of the present century the feasibility 
of having a second assistant was favorably discussed, but owing to 
various circumstances no appointment was made. In recent years, 
however, the work of the clergy in the parish multiplied to such an 
extent that the acquisition of another assistant became more or less 
imperative. His Grace Archbishop Glennon readily assented and ap- 
pointed Father Geo. W. Gruender as second assistant of St. Agatha 
parish. Father Gruender was born in St. Louis and graduated from 
St. Liborius Parochial chool. Later he entered St. Francis Solanus 
College, Quincy, Ill. He completed his studies at the Kenrick Semin- 
ary. On the 12th of June, 1921, he received Holy Orders and celebrated 
his first Mass one week later in St. Liborius Church. Since August 
2nd he is second assistant in St. Agatha parish.

The Teaching Staff. 
(a) Lay-teachers. 


St. Agatha parish gains the distinction of having engaged a lay- 
teacher from its beginning up to the present time. The lay-teacher 
instructs the larger boys and has charge of the choir. The following 
were stationed at St: Agatha: Mr. C. Willenbrink) 1872-1873 "Mr. 
P. Stoeters, 1874-1875; Mr. W. Hoelscher, 1875-1877; Mr. J. P. Dalei- 
den, 1877-1882; Mr. A. Sprengnether, 1883-1896; Mr. A. Schulte, 1897- 
1898; Mr. C. Adams, 1898—1899, and H. F. Stucke from 1899 up to the 
present day. 


Mr. A. Sprengnether labored 13 years in St. Agatha parish when 
death called him to his reward. He was born and raised at Wehr, 
Germany (Nov. 1, 1847). He studied at the Teachers’ Seminary at 
Boppard where he graduated with distinction. He taught in Sing and 
Pfaffendorf, Germany. In the latter place he married Miss Terese 
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Gabler. In 1883 he emigrated to America and soon was engaged as 
Teacher and Organist in St. Agatha parish, St. Louis. Besides culti- 
vating the intellect of the boys his energies were principally directed 
towards formation of character. Appropriate singing in church ac- 
cording to the decrees of the church was ardently promoted by Mr. 
Sprengnether. After a lingering sickness he died December 15, 1896. 
May his memory live in St. Agatha parish. 

Mr. H. F. Stucke is the present teacher and organist of St. Agatha 
parish. He was born at St. Rose, Ohio. After leaving the elementary 
school he entered the Teachers’ Seminary, St. Francis, Wis. (1887), 
from which institution he graduated in 1891. At St. Joseph’s parish, 
Wapakoneta, Ohio, he gained his first experience as teacher. Later 
on he was engaged in Dayton, Ohio, and ‘Sheboygan, Wis. Since 
1899 he is affiliated with St. Agatha parish. The St. Agatha Maenner- 
chor was founded under his direction, and the training of boys’ voices 
for divine worship meets his approval. For a number of years he was 
a member of the Board of Inspectors of the St. Louis Diocesan Pa- 
rochial Schools. Miss Crescentia Schieble of Sheboygan, Wis., was 
married to Mr. Stucke in 1897. Mr. and Mrs. Stucke have six children.

The Sisters of the Most Precious Blood, O'Fallon, Mo., have had 
charge of St. Agatha’s Parish School from the date of its organiza- 
tion. ‘This Sisterhood traces its origin to a Roman Congregation of 
Sisters of the Most Precious Blood founded in 1837. A house of that 
Community was established in 1867, in Gurtweil, Baden, and in 1870 
this Community sent its first representative members to the United 
States. In St. Louis the kind hospitality of the good Ursuline Sisters 
temporarily sheltered the devoted band of early missionaries. In the 
spring of 1873 the Community at large having been expelled from 
Germany under the May Laws vot the Kultur-Kampf arrived: in St. 
Louis, and it was then here, at St. Agatha, that the zealous pastor, 
Kev.eHy Leygraff,. received the Sisters, 50 or moré-in. number and 
most generously provided for all, allotting his own home for their 
use, together with the still unfinished basement of the old school house. 
This offer was gratefully accepted. In the meantime, Rev. Leygraff, 
the unselfish dispenser of real charity at all times, procured a room 
for himself in the neighboring home of the Kern family. Thus was 
St. Agatha in a certain manner the cradle of the American founda- 
tion of the Congregation of the Sisters of the Most Precious Blood 
and thus also had St. Agatha School been given over in charge of 
the first Sisters and so as above stated has it happened that from 
the date of its very organization St. Agatha School has been in charge 
of the Sisters of the Most Precious Blood. 

The teaching staff of the Sisters of the Most Precious Blood has 
always met the approval of pastors and parishioners in their conduct 
of St. Agatha School. They are respected ‘by young and old» The 
Sisters also teach needlework and give music lessons. The tasty 
decorations of the interior of the church on festive occasions are of 
their handiwork.

The Young Men’s Sodality

The Ushers. 


To promote orderliness in St. Agatha Church it was deemed ex- 
pedient to appoint men who would offer their gratuitious services in 
this behalf. Many years ago Father Schrage found it necessary to 
have men stationed at the entrances of the Church to inform and guide 
parishioners and strangers as to rules and regulations to be observed 
during divine worship. At the behest of the present Rector, Father 
O. T. Siesener, a number of young men effected an organization (1919) 
known as The Ushers. They see to it that seating regulations are 
ebserved, Sunday Visitors and other literature properly distributed, 
and contributions properly collected. Their vigilance obviates dis- 
turbances or at least suppresses such in their inception.

As early as 1888 a Dramatic Club for the young men of the Parish 
was organized and in a few years attained a very creditable standing 
as to its accomplishments. In 1902 Rev. H. Schrage ordered its dis- 
solution and from that period up to the present year (1921) the social 
and literary activities of the young men were under the auspices of the 
Young Men’s Sodality. 

{n March 1921, a new Dramatic Club was organized. Members 
of the Young Men’s Sodality having attained their 18th year may be 
enrolled. Married men of the Parish are also eligible to membership. 
The principal object of the Club is the education of its members. Dra- 
matic Plays, debates and diverse literary contests will engage the at- 
tention of all members. The social end is taken care of by new up- 
to-date bowling alleys as well as by handsomely equipped quarters for 
pool, billiards, and other diversions. 

The St. Agatha Dramatic Club was formally opened last Septem- 
ber. Although a handsome number of young men and married men 
of the Parish constitute the present membership of this creditable 
organization, it is to be hoped that their numbers may be doubled if 
not trebled in the near future.

The afore- 
mentioned ladies having been members of St. Monica’s, Branch in 
St. Boniface Parish, were anxious to see the influence of Catholic 
Knighthood manifest itself amongst the ladies of St. Agatha’s Church. 
At the first meeting of the new branch, these ladies severed their con- 
nections with St. Monica’s Branch, thus becoming together with thirty- 
one Others, charter members of the new branch 1110 in the parish of 
St. Agatha. 
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At this meeting, Rev. Wm. Fischer, D.D., was chosen Spiritual 
Director and the following officers were elected: Mrs. J. Wrobel, 
President; Miss Anna Westrich, Vice-President; Mrs, E. Kossman, 
Chancellor; Miss Elizabeth Antoni.

True to our motto: “WE WILL GROW,” which was adopted at 
the first meeting, the branch has now more than doubled its original: 
membership, having at present Seventy-nine active members on its 
FOSter. 

The meetings, as a rule, are held on the first Thursday of every 
month. At these meetings the usual routine of business is transacted, 
lectures on timely topics are held, and are generally concluded with 
some social feature, music, dancing, card playing, or the serving of 
refreshments. 

In the fall of 1919 our Spiritual Director organized a sewing 
circle, in connection with the branch, the primary purpose of which 
was to collect and prepare suitable clothing for the poor of the parish, 
or this being done, the members of the sewing circle to devote their 
time to the making of fancy work which is disposed of and the pro- 
ceeds applied to works of charity. Thus since its formation, besides 
supplying many poor persons here and abroad, the branch has con- 
tributed sixty dollars to the parish church for ‘the purchase of boys’ 
cassocks and has given twenty-five dollars to the Colored Orphans 
at Normandy.
